MORE DATA ON BUND 
GIVEN TO DIES 
COMMITTEE

Washington, Aug. 18 (ZP}— From 
a pudgy, black-haired girl of 19, 
the Dies committee received today 
a tale of Nazi plans for conquering 
the United States, of propaganda 
instructions given German-Ameri- 
(an youths on visits to the fath er­ 
land, and of unchecked im moral­ 
ity in the camps of the German- 
American Bund. 
Helen Vooros of Brooklyn, mod­ 
ishly dressed, first of all in black 
with white piping, and— after a 
luncheon recess— in the uniform 
of the B u n d ’s Youth Movement, 
occupied the witness stand most 
of the day and related an earnest 
account of her experiences as a 
leader of that movement. 
She 
joined, she said, for sociability 
and 
because she was a sincere 
sympathizer, and left because she 
was disgusted. 


Sent to Germany 


Tn the meantime, despite the 
fact that she was criticized by her 
superiors in the 
movement 
be­ 
cause her group spent more time 
on embroidery than on “ kulture,” 
she arose to a position v,? impor­ 
tance. 
Last year, she said, she 
was one of thirty boys and girls 
who were 
©rn to Germany, ex­ 
penses paid by the bund and by 
agencies in Germany, for lessons 
('n how best to spread Nazi propa­ 
ganda in the United States. 
Miss Vooros came before the 
committee after It had listened 
for two days to ifldigant denials 
from Fritz Kuhn, leader of the 
bund, that there was a collection 
between his organization and the 
Nazi government. 
But Miss Vooros declared there 
was. and related th a t the b u n d ’s 
task was to prepare the way in 
America for the Nazis. 


America Next 
Lecturers in Germany said, she 
asserted, that the Nazi program 
was to reclaim all the territory 
Germany lost after 
the 
World 
war— the Polish corridor, Danzig, 
Schleswig-Holstein— and then go 
into Scandinavia, where German 
“ k u ltu re” had its beginning. This 
would take ahout 15 to 20 years, 
the witness said she was told, and 
then America would come next. 
‘They said they were leaving it 
up to us, the bund, to prepare 
the way.” she continued. 
“The 
bund was to open camps, to buy 
property and to form German set­ 
tlements. 
Then when 
Germany 
offered to aid us, we could say 
that here we have a German m a­ 
jority and want to be a part of 
Germ any.”

This paragraph of the order ap­ 
pears to be predicted 
upon

views of Henry Ford as expressed 
in his statements which were dis­ 
seminated by the company among 
its employes, the answer stated.

incomplete and unfair." it said.

WARN FARMERS 
OF CROP RLIGHT 


Danger of I n f e c t i o n 
Affecting County 
Potato Crop 


Potato farmers in Delta county 
were advised yesterday by E. A. 
W enner, 
county 
agricultural 
agent, that there is a serious in­ 
fection of late blight of potatoes 
existing in Dickinson 
and 
Iron 
counties which is resulting in a 
heavy crop loss. 
There 
is a good prospect that 
the disease will move into Delta 
county and farmers were advised 
by Mr. Wenner to use a spray of 
12-12-100 Bordeaux mixture 
on 
their potato plants immediately, 
as this will control late blight if 
applied before the disease enters 
the plant. 
Farm ers in this area have been 
using an 8-8-100 mixture but this 
is not strong enough according to 
the agricultural agent, this late in 
the growing season. The 12-12- 
100 mixture is recommended 
by 
Dr. C. H. Muncie, potato disease 
specialist of Michigan State col­ 
lege, who informed Mr. Wenner 
that, potato growers should spray 
the plants at once. 
Late 
blight is a spore disease 
and the spores are carried 
from 
field to field by the wind with the 
result that the disease covers a 
wide area. It may result in a crop 
loss by attacking 
the 
potatoes 
either before they have been dug 
or when they are in storage bins. 
Thus far there has been no 
evi­ 
dence of the infection 
in 
Delta 
county.

T h r o u g h o u t th e country, however, 
streets, drives, cities, and even one of the 
most powerful ships of the navy, bear the 
name, A m arble m a u so le u m in th e ce m e ­ 
tery in Santiago and a sta tu e r e p r e s e n t ­ 
ing him as a m ilitary officer in heroic pose 
honor B e rn a rd o O ’Higgins. 
O ’Higgins bro u g h t h o n o r to him self and 
to Chile by y ears of stru g g le to th ro w off 
Spanish rule in South America. He was the 
son of Ambrose O’H iggins who was born 
in Ireland, but the son was born in the 
town of Chilian, Chile, A ug u st 20, 1778, 
a t the time when George W ash in g to n was 
working for th e cause of independence in 
the New World. 
At the age of twelve 
B e rn a rd o 
was 
sen t to Lima, P eru , to study, an d then to 
Europe. In th e city of Richmond, n ea r 
l o n d o n , he studied English, French, his­ 
tory, geography, d r a w in g and music. W hile 
in Europe, young O ’Higgins becam e 
ac ­ 
quainted with G eneral Miranda, who had 
given himself to th e cause of Independence 
for the Spanish colonies in America. 
In 1810 the 
rev o lu tio n ary 
m ovem ent 
in Chile would 
no 
lo nger 
be 
delayed. 
O ’Higgins at th e tim e was absorbed in his 
private affairs, b u t in the first stru g g le 
between the p atriotic forces, organized by 
the national au th o ritie s , troops were sent 
by the Viceroy of Peru to crush the re ­ 
volt, and he stood out above tho 
o th e r 
patriotic leaders in fearlessness and le a d ­ 
ership. He soon becam e a colonel, and In 
N ovem ber 
1813 
was 
n am e d General-in- 
Chief of the Army. 
In the early p a rt of 1814 the fate 
of 
Chilean independence h u n g in the balance. 
T he Viceroy of Peru sent an a rm y ag a in s t

the leadership of O ’Higgins. After several 
battles, when m u g g i n s was close to d e ­ 
feat, ho forced a n u m b e r of patriots into

He could not decide w h e t h e r to risk his 
very u n ce rta in chances of a t ta i n i n g 
the 
W h ite H ouse or continue with a su re job 
as a distinguished, dignified m e m b e r of 
the S u p re m e Court. 
Some political observers th o u g h t Justice 
R o b e rts lost a sure-fire 
n o m in a tio n 
in 
19 36 w hen he told friends he was not in 
the race. But, w h e t h e r he m eant it or not, 
his w ith d raw a l was political sagacity. F o r 
no one could have beaten 
Roosevelt 
in 
1936. 


This does not m ean th a t J u s tice R o b e rts 
is h u r r a h i n g for him self from the h o u s e ­ 
tops today. On the contrary, he has only 
se cond-hand in form ation a bout th e u n d e r ­ 
cover ca m paign to put him into the race, 
an d he isn t doing an y th in g a b o u t it — 
yet.

R obe rts

about the only m e m b e r of the S u p re m e 
Court, save Justice Stone, w ho w en t ab o u t 
in W a s h in g t o n society. Both men, 
then 
m uch y o u n g er th an their colleagues, were 
favorites at d in n e r parties. At one of these 
given by Mrs. B orden H a r r i m a n , Heyw ood 
Broun r e m a rk e d : 
" E v e ry seven years Mr. 
Justice, 
you 
ought to go out and get a c q u a i n te d with 
people— ta k e a sabbatical leave like 
the

rest of th e world is doin g." 
“ B u t," replied Justice Roberts. “ I h a v ­ 
en 't been on the Court seven years." 
A lth o u g h Roberts was the youngest m a n 
on th e C ourt until Roosevelt began to a p ­ 
point youngsters, Mrs. R oberta 
was 
al­ 
ways able to m a k e him stop ta lk in g 
and 
come h o m e by saying: 
“ Owen! 
R e m e m b e r y o u ’re ju s t an old 
m an! One of th e Nine Old M en.” 
In an y presid ential cam paign. 
Justice 
R oberts could h ardly pose as 
a 
farm er. 
N evertheless he could do a b e t te r job of 
f a r m in g th an Calvin Coolidge, w ho once 
posed for close-ups of him self 
clad 
in 
overalls and sw inging a pitchfork. 
Chief cha racteristic of Ju stice R oberts' 
ca reer on the S u p re m e bench has been 
a 
weaving in a n d o ut between libera! 
and 
conservative decisions. R obe rts was d efin ­ 
itely a m e m b e r of th e progressive 
bloc 
when he first joined the Court, and w hen 
his opinions reflected the sa m e 
g eneral 
viewpoint as his T eapot Dome 
prosecu­ 
tion. T h e n g rad u a lly 
R oberts 
switched 
over to th e conservative g ro u p of Ju stices 
an d re m a in e d there 
until 
1936, 
w hen 
d u r in g Roosevelt's court bill fight, R o b ­ 
e r t s 
reversed 
him self on the New Y ork 
m in i m u m wage act. 
Since t h a t tim e he has been consistently 
favorable to the 
p ro p o n en ts 
of 
social 
legislation, old age pensions, 
u n e m p lo y ­ 
m e n t in surance, and th e public o w n e rsh ip 
of m unicipal power plants.

Infantile paralysis affecting for 
the most part children u nder the 
age of ten years has a h ighe r se a­ 
sonal incidence dtiring A ug u st and 
S eptember. 
The 
prospect 
of 
a voiding an epidemic of the dis­ 
ease this year in both city and 
u rb a n areas is not too bright. 
P a r e n ts should be alert, to de­ 
tect slight illnesses in 
children, 
because the disease m ay a p p e ar in 
extrem ely mild form a t first, only 
to cause paralysis later, or a more 
severe form of the disease in a n ­ 
o th e r child of the family. 
T h e early sym ptom s are often 
fever, headaches, restlessness or 
drowsiness, vomiting or loss 
of 
appetite, perhaps a 
nasal 
dis- 
disc harge as in a cold. 
A little 
later the headache m ay become 
m ore severe and th e child may 
com plain of a weak hack. 
Stiff­ 
ness of the neck may be noted. Af­ 
er this period which lasts but a 
few days the fever subsides for 4 
or 5 days, then su ddenly 
r e a p ­ 
pears and the paralysis m ay fol­ 
low. 
T he period of n o rm al t e m ­ 
p e r a t u re between the tw o periods 
of fever is diagnostic so th a t the 
first period of fever o ught to ho 
recognized 
and 
tho 
physician 
called at once. 
A ttacks N erve F ells 
T h e g rea t dread of all parents 
is th e p e r m a n e n t paralysis which 
has occurred in ab o u t 5 0 per cent 
of the cases in tile past year. 
It is believed now by specialists 
in th e disease t Ii a t its early rec­ 
ognition may be

ovoiding disabling paralysis. 
T his is tru e because th e poison 
a t t a c k s th e nerve cells
